Members cf Parliament Had No Time 


For Women's Row, 


London, Nov. 19.—The political ex­ 
citem ent was so great inside parlia­ 
ment that L e latest and wildest d m- 
onstration of the suffragettes outside 
the walls failed entirely to attract the 
interest or notice of the membdhs. 
Mr. Asquith’s program as announced 
in 
the house of commons 
is 
the 
shrewdest that could he devised from 
a partisan point of view. 
He will un­ 
dertake to rush through both houses 
next week only such portions of the 
budget as his diversified followers are 
ready to agree upon. Ile will hang up 
the features which the Irish find un­ 
palatable. He will attempt to placate 
the labor revolters by a promise to in­ 
troduce a bill for the payment of mem­ 
bers. He will bend all his energies to 
m eeting an election at the earliest 
possible moment before the Unionists 
have time to fully consolidate and the 
general public can give careful con­ 
sideration to their rival plan for re­ 
forming the house of lords. 
It is realized on all sides that Mr. 
Balfour’s speech is having widespread 
effect throughout the country. 
There 
are signs that a rapid change In public 
opinion is in progress and the govern­ 
ment’s chances of obtaining a working 
majority in the new house of commons 
are disappearing. 
There was general comment on the 
fact that although John Redmond was 
present, he did not speak in the de* 
bate. 
The only Irish contribution to 
the discussion 
came from O'Brien. 
After remarking on Mr. Redmond’s si­ 
lence, Mr. O’Brien laid the blame for 
the rupture of the conference on Red­ 
mond and O’Connor, who by what they 
said and did not say in America, and 
by their vacillation and bad faith were 
mainly responsible for preventing a 
great national bargain on trumpery 
grounds. 
Mr. O’Brien added: 
“Ireland is thus again converted 
Into a mere shuttlecock between the 
British parties. 
I do not think the 
Irish leader has much reason to flatter 
him self on being dubbed by the ene­ 
mies of home rule the dictator of Eng­ 
land at the price of being the destroy­ 
er of Ireland. 
It is a pity the nation 
should be rushed at breakneck speed 
into an election for no conceivable 
purpose except that certain gentlemen 
of Ireland are anxious to snatch a 
new lease of power before it is too 
late.”
